As for drinking, I have no rule 
about 
that.

drink I like to help: otherwise I 
remain dry by habit and prefer­ 
ence. 
I have never taken any exercise 
except sleeping and eating,

ercises cannot be any benefit when 
you are tired. 
I was always tired. 
Since I was seven years old I 
have seldom taken a dose of medi­ 
cine

father took a drugstore for a debt, 
and it, made cod liver oil cheaper 
than other breakfast food.

NOT THE SAM E GAME. 


Football of Our University Differs From 


the Game North and East. 


From Tile Batt Ilion. 
Dr. 
Houston states that he is 
in favor of the clean game of foot­ 
ball and is strictly in favor of elim­ 
inating all the rough features to­ 
gether with professionali-p, which 
has insinuated itself inter The ath-j 
letics of many of the colleges of the j 
North. 
“ Speaking of the numerous fatal 
casualties that have arisen out of I 
the game during the past year," 
said Dr. Houston, “you will ob­ 
serve that nearly all of Hie victims 
were amateur players. 
The high 
schools get up teams and attempt 
to play without the proper instruc­ 
tion, and the result is lots of acci­ 
dents that startle 
the country, 
which are published far and wide. 
Then, too, the games as played by 
the Texas teams are not as rough 
as those which obtain at the North­ 
ern universities. 
As an example, 
I received a circular not long since 
from the University of Pennsylva­ 
nia which contained a list of a 
dozen or more proposed regulations 
for the purpose of eliminating cer­ 
tain rough features from the game, 
and upon examination I found that 
our boys were already playing un­ 
der every one of the proposed reg­ 
ulations with the exception of one. 
This.one provided that no fresh­ 
man would be allowed to play in 
the game. 
I think that such a 
regulation would be very unfair 
and therefore urge against its adop­ 
tion. 
As yet our Southern univer­ 
sities have not had to contend with 
athletic professionalism, and I do 
not believe that under the present 
rules the game detracts from the 
studies. 
The game as played in 
our university is entirely different 
from the one that obtain-< in the 
North and 
East.’’

THE NEW FEED LAW 


Is Having the 
Effect Intended by Its 


Framers— Result of First Test 


Case. 


Mr. B. C. Pittuck of College Sta­ 
tion, (State Grain Inspector, ap­ 
pointed under 
the concentrated 
foodstuffs bill passed at the i-ession 
of the Twenty-Ninth Legislature, 
was in the city yesterday. 
To a News representative yester­ 
day Mr. Pittuck dated that while 
there was some little kick by the 
millers and other feedstuff men 
when the law first went into oper­ 
ation, they are now getting the 
“ hang” of it and appreciate that it 
will benefit the producer as well as 
the consumer. 
Said Mr. Pittuck: 
“ As in the 
case of nearly all new laws,we have 
had to go through with some little 
litigation. 
While there have been 
several threats to test the constitu­ 
tionality of the law, there has been 
only one instance where the threat 
has been carried into action. 
This 
instance is the case just closed at 
Houston, 
wherein the (Standard 
Milling Company and ten other 
rice milling companies in Texas 
brought suit to enjoin us from en­ 
forcing the provisions of the law, 


a l l e g i n g , among other things, that 
it was unconstitutional. 
The de­ 
cision was handed down during 
the present week by Judge Ashe of 
the 
Eleventh 
District Court at 
Houston and was entirely in our 
favor with the exception of our 
contention that the rice feedstuff 
should be put up in net weight IOO 
pound sacks, which was decided in 
favor of the millers. 
However, 
this was such a minor item that 
we considered the decision com­ 
pletely in our favor. 
There have 
been no willful violations of the 
law and it is having the effect of 
making every mixer of feedstuffs 
stand up to his guarantee as to the 
amount of protein and fat in the a r­ 
ticle placed on the m arket by him .” 
—Galveston News.
